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AUGUST 19735 VHF REPORT 


The repair of the 147.90/30 main repeater is continuing slowly. The new 
power amp is here,but I’ve got a full schedule of travel for the next month 
or so. Needless to say there’l] be a slight delay in getting the new amp. 
tied into the existing driver, and receiver. I hope that this can be done 
before the first snowfall, or at least before the mountain road is blocked. 


We’re still in need of a site somewhere up on the hillside for the uplink 
site to Lake Minchumina. The downlink side paperwork is being processed by 
the commercial site operator that we hope to getback into. Things look good 
for our re-entering this site. But time will tell. And of course when the 
permission comes through, there will have to be a work party to get it all 
up & installed. Stay tuned for further developments. 


We’re still waiting for the crystals to arrive for the "new" solid state 
rptr. for the 94 system. After crystals are here comes the fun of tuneup & 
rewiring the cOontroller into the new system. I expect that the install 
will take in the neighborhood of 3-4 hrs. So plan your QS0’s and phone 
patches now so you won’t be surprised when the repeater is turned off for 
the swap over. 


Work has come to another standstill on the uplink equipment for the 
Minchumina project. Al Andrus KL7EF is overloaded (still) at work, & since 
we haven’t had any volunteers to wire up the controller board ‘cw id, COS & 
timers) we are just letting this project rest til time can be made available 
++enot to mention that we still need a site 


We continue to have folks who kerchunk the local repeaters. I suppose to 
see if it is working.WHY kerchunk?? Just ID, if the repeater comes back 

to you it’s working. If not, either the machine is off the air, or not in 
range. You wouldn’t think of Kerchunking a simplex frequency, so why do it 
on a repeater? 


A side note related to phone patches on area machine..REMEMBER, a phone 
patch is not to be used to circumvent thhe long distance circuits. This is 
not only the LAW, but common sense. There area large number of commercial 
operations that supply radio telephone service, & of course there is a long 
distance carrier in this state. If they begin to hear commercial traffic on 
an AMATEUR rptr., they have every right to complain to the FCC.The repeater 
could very well lose its phone patch. The same is true of using the patch to 
avoid paying long distance charges, where telephone service is available. 
PLEASE don’t put the club in the position of having to turn off the patch. 
If a phone is nearby & available, USE THE PHONE, pay the couple of dollars, 
and don’t risk having the patch taken off for everyone. 


A couple of final thoughts..remember to ID even while working simplex, EACH 
10 min, & at beginning & end of QSO. This is the LAW & you can receive a 
notice of violation for forgetting. If you get a notice of viol., you must 
respond within time frame indicatedin WRITING. Don’t throw away or lose it 
without taking necessary actions. Your license will be revoked & you can be 
slapped with a fine for not responding to an official letter. 


Hope the summer has been pleasant & profitable for you. Remember to save 


your antenna projects for the winter when you don’t have to worry about sun- 
burn or dehydration! See you at the Flea Mkt. I hope to be in town.

By the time you read this, the “85 Flea Mkt will be history. Hope someone 
has given my fleas a good home, & hopefully I left with less fleas than I 
arrived with. 


How many of you took the opportunity to have your mobile or portable radio 
looked over at the Tweak and Peak (Turn and Burn) booth? 


Did you Know that there is a requirement by the FCC that al] commercial 
radios have at least a once a yr. Frequency, Power, & Deviation check? 
Don’t you suppose that a ham rig goes thru just as much abuse, and hard 
Knocks as a commercial radio, if not more? Even if your radio is new, it 
was shipped from somewhere. They don’t grow on current bushes, & shipping 
can be very rough on tuned circuits. Not to mention the radios that come 
from overseas are set up for the higher pitched lower amplitude Asian voice. 
When the lower pitched, higher amplitude American voice works the radio, 
overdrive & clipping quite often occurs in the audio, resulting in muddy 
sounding audio. On deviation. . .remember the majority of the repeaters in 
Americaareset up to commercial standards. Thismeans a maximum of +/- 5 KHZ 
deviation! The standard for voice is to set the deviation peaks at +/- 4 
Khz, to allow for the +/- 700 Hz that comes along with PL ¢R) or CTCSS 
tones. And touch tones should be set to +/~ 2.5 Khz for the number ‘1’ tone 
set & +/- 3.0 Khz for the “#’ tone set. Any heavier deviation just causes 
clipping & distortion in the transmitter, which fools the tone decoders on 
whichever reppater you are trying to work. 


While on subject of dev. & rptrs, please if you are flying around in a small 
plane & trying to use your handheld, invest in a good noise cancelling mic 
or boom mic that is noise canceling. Small planes have lots of background 
noise & it is natural to try and shout above it.The repeaters have a hard 
time repeating all that noise. Unless you mute the background noise, you can 
just about forget about making phone patches. 


Work continues on the 90/30 replacement power amp.Ran it last Fri. for 1 hr. 
continously. No heat rise w/50 watts output. I expect to go up mountain 
week of Sept. 16th, before heavy snow clogs the road. Work on the solid 
state transmitter for 94 is on hold til I clear up 90/30 project. Still no 
volunteers to work on "new" UHF rptr., so old one stays off the air for 
awhile longer. Still haven’t had anyone up on hillside volunteer a location 
for the Minchumina Uplink site. Permission is in mill for downlink site. 
Will have to shell out money to buy a set of duplexers for this project. 
Other VHF happenings around area, incl. the TOK 34/94 rptr. is back on air. 
Thanks to SAP (SewardAmateur Project) a new repeater on 34/94 is on in 
Seward. Thanks to KL7HNU, KV9D, KL7IOL and others. 


Bristol Amat. Radio. Fraternity (BARF) is working on getting 34/94 machine 
in Dillingham area. This will give bootleggers something to think about 
while they are abusing our band. 


If interested in RTTY on VHF, there is RTTY rptr. on & ready for use on 
146.10/70 in Anchorage. If interested in packet radio, see Walt Pierce, 
AL7CM. He can be found on bulletin board system called CHSIE (243-0324). 
Did you Know there are at 2 Bulletin Boards in area that have sections set 
aside or Ham users? CHSIE 243-0324 & ACME 345-6661. Nice place to leave 
messages for fellow hams, get latest news, or help w/problems. All you need 
is computer, a modem (telephone style) and of course a phone.Give it a try. 
As one of our members who also belongs to the CHSIE board & is fond of 
using quotes can tell you, it’s a lot of fun! That’s about it for this 
report, please remember that 911 is used for Emergency’s Only! Life threat- 
ening situation. The standard fender benders, stray dogs, etc. don’t belong 
on 911. Use 912 for the City Police or 913 for the State Troopers normal 
dispatch centers.

Present: President Lance Dunbar AL7BK, Past President Daniel Stevens KL7WM; 
Vice-President Bud Laws KL7IBZ; Secretary David Epstein KL7LO; Treasurer Beth 
Head NL7FZ; Trustee Bill Reiter KL7ITI; 3-year Board Members J. D. Delancy 
K1ZAT/NL7, Jim Larsen AL7FS, and Fred Toliver KL7HM; 1-year Board Members 
Steve Wilcox KL7JIM, Rick Marvin KL7YF, Cathi Moody KL7NR, and Rod Maney 
KL7SA. Excused: Activities Manager Linda Harmon NL7FY and l-year Board 
Member Ed Tucker KL7DU. Absent: 1-year Board Member Bill Capers AL7BB. Also 
present: Lil Marvin NL7DL and Robert M. McKinnie AL7AW. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:93 pm AKDT by President Lance Dunbar 
AL7BK. Rick Marvin KL7YF moved that the minutes of the previous minutes not 
be read as the procedure took up too much time. The motion died for lack of 
support. KL7LO suggested that, instead of reading the previous board meeting 
minutes (which were printed in the September club newsletter), any corrections 
be noted and made a part of the record. AL7AW stated that the July 24th board 
meeting minutes were in error in that the club property recently found at 
Tibor Bothany's house had, in fact, not been there for 4 years. It had been 
there since last fall. With these corrections, the July 24th board meeting 
minutes were approved. 


Bob AL7AW continued on with an Arts Fair Wrap-up. He stated that our help was 
sufficient, but that the Arts Fair was not as heavily attended this year as in 
the past. In addition, raffle ticket sales had been slow -- perhaps a dozen 
tickets at most sold for the whole day. 


Lil Marvin NL7DL offered up the final Flea Market Report before the Big 

Event. She immediately obligated everyone attending the Board meeting to hit 
up their employer or some other acquaintance for door prizes. Lance AL7BK 
mentioned that he had the newsprint for the banner to go on the building, but 
the banner had to be made and put up on the building -- he needed help. KL7LO 
will sell the pull tabs, and the gaming license will be on site. Turning to 
the Flea Market Banquet, we had, at the time of the Board meeting, sold half 
the tickets we needed to sell to break even. The Haufbrau had been confirmed 
for a party of 4 on Saturday night. The Icom IC-2AT door prize had arrived. 
The subject of selling additional door prize tickets at the banquet to further 
cover expenses was discussed. 


Lance told us that the Fur Rondy folks had been hurt financially the last 
go-around by a State Labor Department ruling that required them to pay 
overtime to people working on Rondy functions. So, for the 1986 Rondy, the 
Rondy folks are asking local clubs to volunteer to help them with work that 
needed to be done -- like setting up tables and chairs, working a parking lot, 
or helping out with crowd control, etc. These volunteers would be paid by Fur 
Rondy (how much was not disclosed). The money would go to the clubs, not the 
individuals, in order to get away from having to pay overtime wages. The 
Directors immediately picked up on the conflict between monetary gain and use 


of Amateur Radio. If ham radio is to be a part of the service provided, the 
only clean way for Club members to volunteer their services is on a 
not-for-pay basis, so as not to run into a problem with Part 97. KL7WM and 
AL7BK pointed out that other radio services, allowing commercial use, could be 
utilized on a for-pay basis by Club members, providing they were properly 
licensed to use them. 


The State Department of Revenue has invited Club members involved with the 
gaming license to attend a meeting on September 24th in the Federal Building 
on that subject. 


The minutes of the August Board of Directors meeting and the September General 
Club meeting were read. The minutes of the August Board of Directors meeting 
were corrected to show that Dave Cliff is not Dave Cliff, he's Dale Cliff. 

The Club property disk was not unilaterally prepared by Martha Neeley KL7QS -- 
she had help from Lorraine Conary KL7IAF and Daniel Stevens KL7WM. In 
addition, Board Members NL7FZ and AL7FS were excused from last month's 
meeting, and not absent. These minutes were then approved as corrected. The 
minutes of the September General club meeting were approved as read. 


Club Treasurer Beth Head NL7FZ passed out the Treasurer's report. 


Past President Daniel Stevens KL7WM announced that the Audit Committee will 
consist of Bill Barber KL7GM and Bill Barker WB5MYU, and that they would be 
getting underway with the audit shortly. Lance wants the audit completed as 
soon as possible so that any discrepancies can be resolved in the near future. 


Treasurer NL7FZ embarked upon a short but effective campaign for supplies 
crucial to the accomplishment of her mission, namely a receipt book, stamps, 
envelopes, and a briefcase. Lance ordered her to procure these items, and 
told her where she could get a good buy on a briefcase. 


This month's VHF Committee report was presented by KL7YF on behalf of the 
traveling KL7IKX. Due to termination dust, we will work on the 99/30 site 
first, then 34/94, A packet radio QSO had recently been accomplished between 
Anchorage and Fairbanks via the Minchumina link. Doug is still working on 
resurrecting the FM portion of the link. 


KL7WM asked if a the Frequency Coordinator vacancy created by the departure of 
W5AHO had been filled; to our knowledge, it had not. AL7FS stated that he had 
done it before and would be interested in doing it again. AL7BK told AL7FS to 
consider himself interim Frequency Coordinator until we found out for sure 
what the situation was. Daniel asked if any progress had been made on Club 
jackets. KL7LO responded that he did not intend to do any more on that 
subject until after the Flea Market, and that a report would be offered at the 
October General Club meeting. Daniel volunteered to backfill the vacancy in 
Alaska Volunteers Active In Disaster created by the departure of KL7QS. We 
also need a club liaison officer to the Red Cross, and AL7BK suggested that 
Jerry Smith of the Red Cross be asked to do this. A club liaison officer to 
the Anchorage Search and Rescue Council is also needed, and KL7LO suggested 
that N7HER be approached to see if he were interested. KL/7WM will execute the 
approach, 


Rick Marvin KL7YF stated that the Club signs needed to be rejuvenated. What 
we have is in bad shape due to moisture and use over the years. 


Daniel KL7WM announced that the Club Certificates of Recognition had been 
received from the printer. In addition, he needed $75 to defray expenses for 
the Juneau plaque. We are making arrangements to have a videotape made of the 
presentation ceremony in Juneau. 


KL7YF announced that Alascom is willing to have us hold a General Club meeting 
at their main toll center on Government Hill, and perhaps have a tour of a 
portion of the facilities as the program for the evening. AL7BK mentioned 
that this would be a good early summer program. We are going to think about 
it (actually, it will be referred to the Activities Manager). 


AL7BK offered up a quick Activities Manager report on behalf of the ailing 
NL7FY. The balance in the door prize account is an even $19, that following 
a turn-back to the club of $85.52. This testifies to the high rate of door 
prize ticket sales at Club meetings. The coffee fund is doing remarkably 
well, thank you, after the justified reprimand we all received from Mary NL7DM 
on August 2. 


NL7DL has $189 left from the $1, authorized her at last month's Board of 
Directors meeting, for the purpose of defraying Flea Market expenses. 


Membership Chairperson J. D. Delancy K1ZAT/NL7 has 10 Life Membership 
certificates that he has not been able to deliver to the associated Life 
Members. Past policy has been that we would not mail the certificates; 
however, it appeared timely to revisit that policy. Accordingly, KL7LO moved, 
and Rod maney KL7SA seconded, that the certificates be mailed to the Life 
Members. The motion passed unanimously. J. D. had run out of the 
increasingly popular AARC membership card (increasingly popular because 
they're good for discounts at some store(s) in town!) and queried the Board, 
“Do we want to pay to print more?" Further action on this was postponed until 
after the Flea Market and “we know how we stand money-wise.” 


KL7ITI moved, and KL7SA seconded, that we adjourn. The motion passed 
unanimously. The meeting was adjourned at 9:22 pm AKDT.

NICADS---A BRIEF OVERVIEW 


Nicads in good shape should read about 1.42 volts when 
fully charged. 


Internal impedance is very low. 
Impedance rises as the battery discharges. 


To maintain charge, batteries should be stored at a free- 
zing temperature to about -40 degrees f. 


Nicads may be charged at C/30 forever. 
Fast charge is considered to be about C/3. 


Nicads fully charged will deteriorate to about a 10% charge 
in 20 weeks. 


Batteries frozen will maintain 90% of their charge after six months. 


Nicads should not be allowed to become completely discharged unless done 
at a slow rate. Such as, "squelch open and volume on very low". 


Nicads stored for long periods of time should be stored discharged. 
Nicads will develop a memory if discharged to a similar level many times. 
Memory may be avoided by letting the battery discharge to various levels. 


When the low battery indicator goes on, the battery should be recharged 
without further drain. 


Batteries that have a heavy current drain during the transition of a dis- 
charged state will be damaged and have a shorter life. 


_ By observing the rules of nicad charging and discharging, a battery will 
have a life of about 3000 full cycles. 


A batteries worst enemy is extreme heat. Never charge in a hot location. 
A battery full fast charged temperature will be about 125 to 140 degrees. 
Never charge nicads in parallel nor draw current from them in parallel. 
Nicads may be charged at C/10 for a week with no harm. 

Never short nicads or attempt to charge off a 12v battery. It may explode. 


A shorted cell may be opened by discharging a very large capacitor into 
the nicad. The capacitor should be enervated to about 13 volts. 


Nicads should be charged with a ‘constant current voltage limited' chgr..

DO’S & DON’TS OF AUTO PATCHING 


HERE 1S A GENERAL OVERVIEW OF WHAT IS EXPECTED OF YOU: 


Can I call my office & tell them I’11 be late? 
No. Monetary gain is involved since you receive pay to perform some 
service there. FCC rules forbid use of patch for monetary gain or 
loss use. Find a pay phone or find another way. 

Can I call the grocery store, or Pizza place and place an order? 
No. Again, because monetary gain or loss is involved. 

Can I call the time number? 
No. The # has a commercial announcement tied to it; therefore is 
commercial in nature, The repeater already has a time announcer on 
it. dust 1D and dial 80 and you’11 get the current time, within 1 
minute accuracy. (set to WWV weekly) 

Can 1 call someone and find out directions to their houses? 
Yes. This would be a valid use of the autopatch; providing you do 
not discuss business of any Kind. 

Can I call home from Kenai, or from up in the valley? 
Yes. With certain restrictions. Remember that Amateur Radio is not 
to be used to circumvent regular Jong distance carriers. If a phone 
is readily available, USE THE PHONE; but naturally if phone service 
is not provided in the"bush" location you are at, you may use the 
patch. BUT don’t use patch on a continuous basis, where other types 
of commercial communications are available. What we’re trying to 
get across is if you live somewhere out in the bush & are using 
2 meters fornormal daily communications to Anchorage, & conducting 
any Kind of business. . this is not what AmateurRadio is set up for. 
If you can get into the 94 rptr or the EagleRiver Rptr, or either of 
the Valley Rptrs, or the Kenai rptr, then you can get into commer- 
cial rptrs supplying telephone service to those areas. The commer- 
cial carriers can, and will, complain to the FCC that they are los- 
ing business & we could be forced to turn off the autopatch. So, 
if you live in the bush, andwant to usea radiotelephone for regular 
commercial use, buy a commercial radio telephone service. Ask one of 
the control operators for a recommendation. 

Can I use the patch to call for a wrecker? 
Yes. This comes under the provision of saving life or property. 
However, donot discuss the fees involved. You can give directions. 

Can I call home & get a grocery list, or see if there’s anything to pick up? 
Yes, within reason. Don’t mention a commercial name. And don’t 
call to say you’re just pulling into the driveway and will be inside 
in a couple of minutes. 

What should I do if Iget an answering machine? 
This depends on what the message on the machine is. If it’s commer- 
cial in nature, or contains any type of music, key and disconnect 
immediately! If not, you can leave a message if you so desire. 

When should I use the 911 number? 
USE THIS NUMBER ONLY IN LIFE THREATENING SITUATIONS! ! 
Use the 912 (APD) or 913 <AST) for general accidents, animals in the 
street, reckless drivers, or other general types of accidents. 
Other emergency autodial numbers: 

914 (SP’s) - Elmendorf AFB Security Police 
915 (MP’s) - Fort Richardson Security Police 


916 (GAS) - Enstar Gas Company 
917 (FSS) - Anchorage Flight Service 
918 (Lites) Anchorage Traffic Light Department 


I hear people calling FSS for weather info. Isn’t this commercial in nature? 
No. This # is for our out of area pilots, & others that have a need 
to reach Flight Service. Several local pilots have used this # when 
inbound & had lost all aircraft communications. This couldbe life 
threatening, & is considered a proper use of FSS. Getting the weather 
so as to avoid flying intobad weather is also considered as prevent- 
ing a life threatening situation. Naturally, if you have another way 
of calling Flight Service, you should use it first. 

Can I call long distance on rptr. and bill it to my home #? 

No. It’s illegal to use amateur radio to circumvent regular service. 

Can I use radio to call a number for a friend, & then let him talk? 

Yes. But with some restrictions. Remember this is 3rd party traffic, 
and you are control operator.You must be present in the same room the 
entire time you friend is using your transmitter - and you must have 
informed him of what is - and is not - allowed. This also means that 
a friend cannot answer a call for you if you are out of the room. 

There is one exception. If you have been severely injured, yourfriend 
can call for help - but soon as you are able, a complete report must 
be filed with the local FCC office, listing all facts and names. 

What if someone uses my equipment without my Knowledge? 

You are responsible. FCC requires your equipment must be secured in 
such a manner that unauthorized transmissions can’t take place.You 
are totally responsible, so lock it up when not in use. This includes 
use by children out of school, before parents come home. 

Why so many control operators on 94? Do other rptrs have control operators? 
FCC requires a control operator(s). It insures correct operation of 
the rptr. station, & a quick way to turn off the system if a problem 
arises. We try to have enough operators to cover from 6:00 a.m. to 
midnight 7 days a week. Without operators on duty, we are required 
to turn off the autopatch, a situation we try to avoid. All rptrs 
have at least 1 control operator. They assure that the rptr is used 
in correct manner. If you feel they have come down on you needlessly, 
discuss it with theem on the phone - not on the radio. It saves hard 
feelings for many not actually involved in the incident - & Keeps 
us from having a bad name with those who listen on their scanners. 

Why are some rptr autopatch’s closed to public? I thought Amateur Radio 

frequencies are free toany property licensed amateur? 

While the freq. are open to any properly licensed operator, equip. 
& services cost money. Either a club has to provide these services 
for its members, or an individual has to pay out of their own pockets 
for the equip and telephone line<s). It’s only fairthat while they 
can not make a profit,they may charge enough to cover operating exp. 
Telep. lines are not cheap, & equip. requires continual maintenance. 
Someone or some group has to be willing to take care of the equipment 
& replacement parts do not just grow on trees, or under moose bushes. 

If you have further ?’s related to the useof the rptrs, in the area, please 

contact any one of the control operators or trustees. Remember we all 

started out new at one time & any questions is a valid one. If we don’t have 
the information I’m sure we can someone who will have the info for you.

* A child dies when he plugs one end 
of the iron cord into the wall socket and 
the other one in his mouth, 

* Two children die when a radio falls 
into the bathtub where they are taking a 
bath. 

Actually it is not the number of volts 
that causes the shock, but the amount of 
current (amperage) that enters the body, 
how long the shock lasts and the path 
which the current follows. 

One milliampere passing through the 
skin causes a tingling sensation. Only 
7-10mA can rob you of your muscular 
control so that you can't let go; 100mA 
can kill if the shock lasts for one second or 
longer. 

Usually, the current passes through a 
hand and out of a foot, which may not be 
too bad. The real danger is when the cur- 
rent passes in one arm, through the chest 
area and out the other arm. When this oc- 
curs, the current can paralyze the 


respiratory muscles, causing breathing to 
stop. Such paralysis may last even after 
the person is disconnected from the elec- 
trical source. 

Also, the current can strike the heart, 
causing fibrillation and resulting in in- 
stant electrocution. The heart goes into 
unsynchronized fluttering, cutting off 
blood and oxygen circulation to body 
cells, including the brain. 

Because of the way electricity works, 
low voltages, surprisingly can be more 
dangerous than high voltages. A heavier 
jolt can “clamp” the heart and prevent. 
fibrillation. People have been known to 
recover from comparatively large jolts of 
electricity while a smaller amount, under 
certain conditions, can kill. 

You can avoid electrical shock by using 
good electrical equipment, and by using 
common sense when you are using 
electricity.
